And whereas another Ad was made in the Parliament of 36 G. 3. c. 30. 
Ireland hi the thirty -fixth Year of His Majefty’s Reign, “ for ex- 
“ plaining arid amending the faid recited Ad of the thirty-fifth 
“ Year, and for remedying the Abufes committed by Pawnbrokers 
4i within the Diffrid of the faid Metropolis or Three Miles 
“ thereof;” and the faid Ads have been .found inlufficient for 
effeduating the faid Purpofes :

Provided always, That it toll and maybe lawful to and for any 
Perfon and Pe, fons who (hall think him or theimielves aggrieved by 
any- Determination of the (hid Court, when the Sum demanded (hall 
exceed forty Shillings Sterling, to appeal therefrom to the Recorder of 
the City of Dublin , at the next Quarter Seffions tobe held for the laid 
Citvof Dublin , or at any Adjournment thereof, who « hereby re- 
quired and empowered to re-hear the faid Caufe, in the faid Maimer 
' as the Tudves of Affize are empowered and dire&ed to do m the 
Cafes of Civil Bills, and to iflhe a Decree and Execution thereon in 
like Manner as Decrees and Executions are awarded and iffued upon
